16 NEW HOUSES COMPLETED: 


During the quarter ended 30th September, 1950, 1,038 new houses were 
completed in Tasmania, an increase of 233 over the previous quarter and the greatest 
number completed in any quarter since the ware The numbers completed during September 
quarter in preceding years were 620 in 1949, 545 in 1948, 366 in 1947, 260 in 1946 and 


84. in 1945. In the post-war period (September quarter, 1945, to September quarter, 
TI5O; inclusive) 9,270 permanent new houses have been completed in the State. 


In addition to houses, 6 new dwellings were provided during the quarter 
by construction of new flats and conversions into flats, while 8 shops with dwellings 
were also completed, 


Of the 9,270 houses completed in Tasmania since 1st July, 1945, 2,269 or 
2% were of brick, concrete etc. construction and 7,001 or 76% of wood etc. materialse 
For September quarter, 1950, 233 or 22% of the total houses completed were brick etc., 
and 805 or 78% weod etc. materials, 


The average recorded value of each house completed in Tasmania has risen 
very rapidly from £785 in September quarter, 1945, to £1,015 in September quarter, 491.6 5 
to £1,07) in September quarter, 1947; to £1,246 in September quarter, 19483 to £1,456 
in September quarter, 1949; and to £1,553 in September quarter, 1950. For September 
quarter, 1950, the average value of each brick, concrete, etc. house completed was 
£2,155, compared with £1,379 for each wood, fibro~cement, etc. house, The correspond= 
ing average values for September quarter, 1949, were brick, concrete etc, £2,000, and 
wood, fibro=cemert, etc, £1,267, Since 1945-6 the average completed cost has risen 
72% per brick, etc, house, and 67% per wood etc, houses 


(41) NEW HOUSES COMM@NCED:; ‘The number of new houses commenced during September 
quarter, 1950, was 968, or 65 less than the 1,033 recorded for June quarter, 1950, 
However, the number compares favourably with 854 commencements during March, quarter, 
4950, 926 during December quarter, 1949, and 851 during September quarter, 1949. Since 
July, 1945, a total of approximately 12,501 new houses has been vlaced under con= 
struction in Tasmania. 


(111) NeW HOUSES UNDER CONSTRUCTION: During September qtr., 1950, the number o1 new 
houses completed exceeded the number commenced by a fairly substantial margine AS a 
result the number of houses under construction fell from 3,357 at 30th June, 1950, to 
3,280 at 30th September, 1950, ‘These figures compare with 2,804 houses under construct= 
ion at 30th September, 1949, 2,166 at 30th September, 1948, 1,701 at 30th September, 
191.7, and 1,144 at 30th September, 194.6, The houses under construction at 30th

5. _ VALUE OF ALL BUILDINGS, 


The value of all new buildings (including houses) completed in 
Tasmania has shown a further marked increase from £1,556,000 in June quarter, 1950, 
to £2,178,000 in September quarter, 1950. The values of all new buildings com=- 
pleted during the last five quarters, are as follows:- September quarter, 1949, 
£1,290,000; December quarter, 1949, £1,185,000; March quarter, 1950, £1,311,000; 
June quarter, 1950, £1,556,000; and September quarter, 1950, £2,178,000, New houses 
valued at £1,612,000 comprised 74.0% of the total figure for completions in September 
quarter, 1950, compared with a value of £903,000 or 70.0% of the total value of 
completions in September quarter, 1919. 


The value of all new buildings under construction has also risen 
very rapidly from £1,882,000 at 30th September, 1946, to £6,143, 000 at 30th September, 
1949, and further to £9,503,000 at 30th September, 1950, The value of work Gone to 
date on all buildings under construction at 30th September, 1950, was £3,894,000 or 
41.0% of the total completed value. 


In comparing these money values, due allowance should be made for 
increases in building costs, 


6. PERSONS WORKING ON NEW BUILDINGS. 


Note; The figures quoted below include estimates for 
persons working on owner=-built houses, but exclude principals 
and their employees engaged solely on alterations and additions, 


There were 6,793 persons, including 1,735 working principals, 
working on new building construction in Tasmania at 30th September, 1950, Of these 
3,208 were carpenters by trade, 1,448 builders’ labourers and 467 brick layers, 


The number of workers engaged is rising each quarter in common 
with the mounting volume of work under construction, the total at the end of September 
quarter in each of the following years being:- 1946, 3,139; 1947, 3,870; 1948, 4,843; 
1949, 5,906; while the number reached 6,793 at 30th September, 1950. Of the latter 
number 5,175 were working on private contract jobs, 730 on owner-built jobs, and 
890 on government day labour projects, The returns indicated that at 30th September, 
1950, 4,348 were working on new houses, 1,628 on other new buildings, 318 on altera- 
tions and additions to houses, 276 on alterations and additions to other new 
buildings and 223 on repair and maintenance work,

DEFINITIONS OF TERMS USED, 


Owner=Builder: For the purpose of this Bulletin, an owner-builder is a person 


who is actually building his own house or is having his house built under his ow 
direction without the services of a Contractor. 


Commenced; A building is regarded as having been commenced when work on 
foundations has begun, Owing to the difficulty of defining the exact point that 
this represents in building operations, it is probable that interpretations placed 
upon it by informants are not entirely uniform 


Completed: A building is regarded as having been completed when the builder 
has fulfilled the terms of the contract, As with commencements, the interpretations 
placed upon this definition may vary,

Under Construction: A building remaining uncompleted at the end of a period is 


regarded as being under construction regardless of whether construction was actively 
proceeding on that particular date, 


Employment: The figures of employment relate to persons actually working on 
new buildings on a specified day. They include working principals, employees, men 
working as, or for, sub-contractors and men temporarily laid off on account of 
weather, In addition, they include some employees engaged on alterations, additions, 
renovations or repairs to buildings when these jobs are undertaken by a contractor 
who builds new buildings, The figures include estimates for persons working on 
owner=built houses, 


Values: All values shown exclude the value of land and represent the 
‘estimated value of buildings on completion, 


EXPLANATORY __NOTES, 


All figures in this Bulletin relate to the operations of private 
contractors, Government Authorities and owner~builders, 


Figures relate only to the operations of persons who build 
New Buildings, 


Alterations, additions, renovations and repairs to buildings are 
excluded, because of the difficulty in obtaining complete lists of persons wko 
engage in these operations. 


Figures for houses exclude converted military huts, temporary 
dwellings, flats, and shop dwellings. Some houses built on farms are excluded but 
these do not affect the figures materially,
